shot clear over into tue shaft. 


Down went Manion, like the histor- 


ical McGinty. Those who saw him 
tall said his body hit nothing in its 
descent.

The male flower is short and iaslgnifl- 
cant, while the female grows on a very 
long stem of corkscrew shape and has 
something of the appearance of a 
snowdrop. It floats on the surface of 
the water .until the fertilization, bj 
means of the pollen, is complete. Tht. 
spiral then contracts, and tbe fruit IF 
withdrawn under tbe water to ripeu 
Notable specimens of underwater rip 
en!ii£ in England are furnished by 
bladderworts and a species of vnllis 
ieria known popularly as the "water 
soldier." Of marine plants certain va- 
rieties of seaweed, notably the red, 
also ripen Under water. — Pearson's 
Weekly.

cor want has diminished their number. 
Their children die at a fearful rate, 
but there are many hospitals for the

In an action for damages for per- 


sonal injuries the universal rule is, if 
a recwery is permitted, that damages 
may be given for the bodily pain, and 
suffering due to the injuries sustained. 
Physical pain is, of cause susceptible 
of measurement by any pecuniary 
standard, but this circumstance is no 
ground tor denying such pecuniary re- 
lief as the law is capable of giving. 
The jury are not permitted.however, 
to attempt to compensate the plaintiff 
tor this element of injuries, in the sense 
in which that term is employed with 
reference to pecuniary losses, or dam- 
ages which can be measured in money, 
for the simple reason that such a 
thing is impossible. Compensation in- 
volves the notion of an equivalent — lit- 
erally, the weighing off of one thing 
•against another.

metry." A woman has been allowed 
damages for mental suffering due to 
a scar on her face, and probobly the 
same rule •would apply in the case of 
K'man, if he could show that 
his 


marked' physiognomy was actually a 
source of mental distress to him. And 
In an action for damages for injuries 
resulting in the plaintiff's permanent 
lameness, it was held proper to con 
sider "the mortification which it put 
-upcm him from having to pass through 
life deformed, lame, shorn of his ful 
proportions of a man." 


Where personal injuries have been 


sustained, it is entirely proper for the 
jury to augment the damages on ac- 
count of the plaintiff's fright or nerv 
oos'apprehension. It is proper toj con 
sider the peril and danger to which 
the person of tne plaintiff was exposed 
by the accident producing the injury, 
"The dismay and the consequent shock 
to the feelings," it was observed'in a 
Connecticut case, "which is produced 
by the danger attending a personal 
injury, not only aggravate it, but are 
frequently so appalling as to suspend 
the "reason and disable a person l,rom 
warding it off; and to say that it does 
not enter into the character and extent 
o£ the actual injury and form a part 
Qt.lt would be an 'affront to common 
sense.'" 


Where the plaintiff, in a c6llision on 


the defendant's railroad, was pinioned 
under the debris for some time in a 
painfully injured condition, and was in 
such a position that he «ouid not be 
extricated because the portions of the 
wrecked train by which he was held 
also supported the derailed engine and 
tender, wihich would have fallen upon 
and crushed nim to death had the sup- 
port been removed, it was held proper 
to prove, on the question of mental 
suffering, that the plaintiff, in his ag- 
ony of pain and apprehension, implor- 
ed a bystander to kill him! 


Where one's health has been 
im 


paired or one's physical strength or 
bodily powers or capacity for enjoy- 
ment of life lessened, the damages 
should be increased on such account 
in an amount reasonably proper. "It 
may properly be assumed," It has been 
said in this connection, "that every 
physical endowment, function and ca- 
pacity is of importance in the life of 
every man and woman, and that occa 
sions will arise for the 
exercise of 


each and all of them. And to that ex 
tent ot which any function Is destroy- 
ed, or its discharge rendered painful 
or perilous by the wrongful Infliction 
of personal injuries, is the party com- 
plaining entitled to damages." Every 
person is entitled to retain and enjoy 
each and every power of body and 
mind with which he or she hag been 
endowed, and no one, without being 
nfiAwer&bto In damages, can wrong- 
fully deprive another, by a physical 
Injury of any sticto power or faculty, 
or materially impair the same."

This hberaiit} on the part ol the em- 
ployer, it is argued, is intended for 
the benefit 01 the employe not the 
wrongdoer, as would be the result if 
the emplove's right ot recovery were 
reduced pro tamo by any amount re- 
ceived as salary or wages while re- 
covering from his> injuries. Where a 
person injured does not occupy a sal- 
aried position, but is a doctor, lawyer, 
member ot a merehantile co-partner- 
ship, etc., the value ot his time must 
be ascertained n&m his past earnings. 
•or the nature and extent of his busi- 
ness—care being taken, in the latter 
case, to exclude considerataion of in- 
come from investments, or profits irre- 
spective of the party's personal exer- 
tions or attention to business. 


There may be a recovery on

living, in addition to the value of time 
lost as stated m the preceding para- 
graph, where the injuries have Pro- 
duced such

amount of damages lor this item is 
ascertained by a comparison of the 
party's earnings, or capacity for work, 
before and after the accident. When 
this has been shown, and the differ- 
ence per year estimated, the measure 
of recover}' then becomes a very sim- 
ple calculation. It is not, however, as 
some courts have held, such an amount 
of money as would, at legal interest, 
make up the deficit caused by the in- 
juries, for this would at the party's 
death leave the principal untouched. 
But a plaintiff m suoh circumstances, 
should be given an amount merely 
sufficient to bu} an annuity for his 
life, equal to the difference 
m

earning capacity before and after the 
injuries 


'A person receiving bodily injuries 


may recover from one who wrongly 
inflicts them for expenses incurred in 
the payment of physicans' or surgeons' 
fees, medicines and nursing. And the 
rule is, furthermore, that expends 
of traveling in visiting health resorts, 
sanitariums or places where special 
treatment can be obtained, are in the 
same category as medicines, nursing 
and medical or surgical treatment. If, 
therefore, such a course is reasonable 
and proper in order to expidite or 
render more certain or complete a re- 
covery, a victim ot personal injuries 
.may go to Flonda. the Bermudas or 
Carlsbad and lequne the wrong doer 
to pay the bill 
Thus, a woman who 


has sustained an iniuiy suggested to 
her local phjsician that she go to a 
sanitarium in another state tor elec- 
trical tieatment the physician telling 
her that ' it would be a good idea, and 
that it might improve her 
genera'

:otal disability has rarely 
exceeded 


130.000. This latter amount has. also. 
ieen held not excessive by the su- 
ireme court of this state for Injuries 
iroducing concussion of the spine. 


In a number of instances $25.000 


ias been recovered for the loss of both 
egs, and several years ago the court 
>f appeals of this state affirmed a 
udgment for $25,000 for the loss of 


leg by a child three years old. 


But probably $15.000 is more nearly 
.n averge recovery for the loss of a 
ingle leg. For injuries merely re- 
inlting in a permanent use of legs, not 
necessitating amputation, the tendency 


>f the courts is 
to 
slightly 
less 


amounts. About J5000 is the limit for 
;he fracture of a leg without lasting 
•esults. But where the limb has- been 
hortened or its usefulness permanent- 
ly impaired, as much as $15,000 has 
been recovered. 


For injuries resulting in the loss of 


an arm, judgments for $10,000 have 
not 
infrequently 
been 
sustained. 


'hough the same amount has in such 
cases occasionally been held excessive. 
And as the arm is chiefly valuable 
:or its wonderful extremity, the hand, 
uries are inihe habit of 
awarding 


about as much for the hand alone as 
where the arm has been lopped off 
near the shoulder. For tihe loss of four 
fingers of one hand $7500 has been 
received; $2500 for the loss of a little 
finger and the permanent disablement 
of tbe third finger. The price of a 
single finger seems to be about $1500. 


An examination of the cases shows 


a general tendency of the courts to 
smaller recoveries of women than 
men. — New York Sun.

ADMIRAL DEWEY'S TESTIMONY. 


Admiral JDewey in his testimony be- 


fore the senate Philippine cbmmittee 
has made three things very clear: 
- tl) He did not promise Aguinaldo 
or any of the Filipiaos an independent 
government in the Philippine Islands. 
He bad no authority to do anything of 
the kind, nor with his opinion, of those 
worthies would he have exercised it 
had he possessed it 


2) He did not salute any flag which 


Aguinaldo may have raised in Manila 
bay. If ^ny such piece of bunting was 
fiyiug la those waters while he was 
them he ^ld not see JL Nor would he 
have paid any heed -to it bad he seen 
It 


(3) He never gave to Aguinaldo 


the consideration due to a great man 
and a leader. Why? Because he did 
not regard him as entitled to such 
consideration. 
Aguinaldo -impressed 


Admiral Dewey as being no more than 
an adventurer and a looter. The Taga- 
log George Washington is not recog- 
nizable at close range from the anti- 
Imperialist portrait. 


All of this was very disconcerting to 


the anti-imperialist members of the 
committee, and while the adoption of 
such means was disrespectful to the 
distinguished witness the only hope of 
breaking the force of his testimony 
was in a little police court badgering- 
But that failed. The truth reigns and 
Admiral Dewey still lives/—Washing- 
ton Star.
